The Practical Way of Manterlng It 
as a Prof canton. 
Domestic science as a special branch 
for teachers is as yet In Its Infancy, 
and I cannot Inform you of any college 
or of any university offering scholar­ 
ships for the entire course. There are 
loan funds and small scholarships in 
several colleges with domestic science 
courses which will help you to com­ 
plete your studies if your funds fail 
aud you show that you are peculiarly 
adapted to the work; also in many of 
the lurger cities domestic science and 
domestic orts are Included in the free 
night school courses of the public 
schools and arc taught In the night 
classes of the Young Women’s Chris­ 
tian association. 
But the woman who lins met with 
reverses and has no funds at her com­ 
mand had best adopt more practical 
means of establishing herself by her 
knowledge of domestic science and 
household economics. 
Through the Influence of patronesses

Tliis crime In its nature Is one usually I some big corporation in carrying out 
schemes for its own aggrandizement. 
It must lie remembered that a prelimi­ 
nary injunction lu a labor case, If 
granted without adequate proof, even 
when authority can lie found to sup­ 
port the conclusions of law on which 
it is founded, may often settle the dis­ 
pute between the parties, and therefore 
if improperly granted may do irrepara­ 
ble wrong. Yet there are many Judges 
who assume a m atter of course grant­ 
ing of a preliminary injunction to be 
the ordinary and proper judicial dispo­ 
sition of such cases, aud there have un­ 
doubtedly been flagrant wrongs com­ 
mitted by judges iii connection with 
labor disputes even within the last few 
years, although I think much less often 
than in former years. Such Judges by 
their unwise action immensely strength­ 
en the hands of those who are striving 
entirely to do away with the power of 
injunction, and therefore such careless 
use of the injunctive process tends to 
threaten its very existence, for if the 
American people ever become couvinc- 
0.1 that tliis process is habitually abus­ 
ed, whether in m atters affecting labor 
or in m atters affecting corporations, it 
will be well nigh impossible to prevent 
its abolition. 


As to Public Opinion. 
It may be the highest duty of a judge 
at any given moment to disregard not 
merely the wishes of individuals of 
great political or financial power, but 
the overwhelming tide of public senti­ 
ment, and the judge who does thus dis­ 
regard public sentim ent when it is 
wrong, who brushes aside the plea of 
any special interest when the pleading 
is not founded on righteousness, per­ 
forms the highest service to the coun­ 
try. 
Such a judge is deserving of all 
honor, and all honor cannot be paid to 
this wise and fearless judge if we per­ 
mit the growth of an absurd conven­ 
tion wliidi would forbid any criticism 
of the Judge of another type, who 
shows himself timid in the presence of 
arrogant disorder, or who on insuffi­ 
cient grounds grants an injunction 
that does grave injustice, or who in 
his capacity as a construer, aud there­ 
fore in part a maker, of the law, in 
flagrant fashion thw arts the cause of 
decent government. The judge has a 
power over which no review can be 
exercised. He himself sits in review 
upon the acts of both the executive 
and legislative branches of the govern­ 
ment. Save in the most extraordinary 
cases, he is amenable only a t the bar 
of public opinion, and it is unwise to 
m aintain that public opinion in refer­ 
ence to a man with such power shall 
neither be expressed nor led. 
The best judges have ever been fore­ 
most to disclaim any immunity from 
criticism. This has lieeu true since the 
days of the great English Lord Chan­ 
cellor Parker, who said. “Let all peo­ 
ple be at liberty to know w hat I found 
my judgm ent upon. that so when I 
have given it in any cause others may 
be at liberty to judge of me.” The 
proprieties of the case were set forth 
with singular clearness and good tem ­ 
per by Judge W. n. T aft when a Unit­ 
ed States circuit judge, eleven years 
ago, in 1895: 
The opportunity freely and publicly 


has been convicted tie fined the sum 
of $1,000, making six flues, amounting 
iii all to the sum of $0,000, and the de­ 
fendant, the New York Central aud 
Hudson River Railroad company, for 
effort was made to enforce these laws I each of the six crimes of which it has

Setting Acide of Judgments and Grant­ 
ing of New Trials. 
Iii- connection with this m atter I 
woald like ta call attention to the very 
unsatisfactory state of our criminal 
law, resulting in large part from the 
habit of setting aside the judgm ents of 
inferior courts on technicalities abso­ 
lutely unconnected with the merits of 
the ease and where there is no attem pt 
to show that there has beeu any failure 
of substantial justice. 
It would be 
well to enact a law providing some­ 
thing to the effect th at— 
No judgm ent shall be set aside or 
new trial granted in any cause, civil 


dispassionate, discriminating and based 
on a knowledge of sound legal prin­ 
ciples. The comments made by learn­ 
ed text w riters aud by the acute edi­ 
tors of the various law reviews upon 
judicial decisions are therefore highly 
useful. 
Such critics constitute more 
or less im partial tribunals of profes­ 
sional opinion before which each judg­ 
ment is made to stand or fall on its 
m erits and thus exert a strong influ­ 
ence to secure uniformity of decision. 
But nonprofessional criticism also is 
by no means without its uses even If 
accompanied, as it often is, by a direct 
attack upon the judicial fairness and 
motives of the occupants of the bench, 
for if the law Is but the essence of 
common sense the protest of many av­ 
erage men may evidence a defect In a 
judicial conclusion, though based on 
the nicest legal reasoning and pro­ 
foundest learning. The two im portant 
elements of moral character In a judge 
are on earnest desire to reach a ju st 
conclusion and courage to enforce It. 
Iii so far as fear of public comment 
does not affect the courage of a judge, 
but only spurs him on to search his 
conscience and to reach the result 
which approves itself to his inmost 
heart, such comment serves a useful 
purpose. There are few men, whether 
they are judges for life or for a shorter 
term, who do not prefer to earn and 
hold the respect of nil and who cannot 
be reached and made to pause and 
deliberate by hostile public criticism. 
In the case of judges having a life 
tenure, Indeed, their very Independence 
makes the right freely to comment on 
their decisions of greater Importance, 
because it Is the only practical and 
available instrum ent In the hands of 
a free people to keep such Judges alive 
to the reasonable demands of those 
they serve. 
“On the other hand, the danger of 
destroying the proper Influence of ju­ 
dicial decisions by creating unfounded 
prejudices against the courts justifies 
and requires tb n ^ p iju st attacks shall 
be met and ansVffifcd. Courts m ust ul­ 
tim ately rest their defense upon the In­ 
herent strength of the opinions they 
deliver as the ground for their conclu­ 
sions and must trust to the calm aud 
deliberate judgm ent of all the people 
as their best vindication.” 
Criticism of Judges. 
There is one consideration which 
should be taken into account by the 
good people who carry a souud prop­ 
osition to an excess in objecting to any 
criticism of a judge’s decision. The in­ 
stinct of the American people as a 
whole is sound in this m atter. 
They 
will not subscribe to the doctrine th at 
any public servant is to be above all 
criticism. 
If the best citizens, those 
most competent to express their judg­ 
ment iii such m atters, and, above all, 
those belonging to the great and hon­ 
orable protrusion of the bar, so pro­ 
foundly influential in American life, 
take tile positiou that there shall be no 
criticism of a judge under any circum­ 
stances, their view* will not be accepted 
by the American people as a whole. In 
such event the people will turn to and 
tend to accept as justifiable the intem ­ 
perate and Improper criticism uttered 
by unworthy agitators. 
Surely It Is a 
m isfortune to leave to such critics a 
function, right in itself, which th e y i 
are certain to abuse. Ju st aud tem per­ 
ate criticism, when necessary, is a 
safeguard against the acceptance by 
the people as a whole of th at intem­ 
perate 
antagonism 
toward 
the 
Ju­ 
diciary which m ust be combated by 
every right thinking mail and which, if 
it became widespread auioug the peo­ 
ple at large, would constitute a dire 
menace to the republic. 


Lawlessness grows by w hat It feeds 
upon, and when mobs begin to lynch 
for rape they speedily extend the 
sphere of their operations and lynch 
for many other kinds of crimes, so th at 
two-thirds of the lynchings are not for 
rape a t all, while a considerable pro­ 
portion of the individuals lynched are 
innocent of all crime. Governor Can­ 
dler of Georgia stated on one occasion 
some years ago, “I can say of a verity 
that I have within the last month sav­ 
ed the lives of half a dozen innocent 
negroes who were pursued by the mob 
and brought them to trial In a court of 
a law in which they were acquitted.” 
As Bishop Galloway of Mississippi has 
finely said: “When the rule of a mob 
obtains, th at which distinguishes a 
high civilization is surrendered. The 
mob which lynches a negro charged 
with rape will in a little while lynch a

Rule of Mob Represents Loosening of 
Bands of Civilization. 


In connection with the delays of the 
law I call your attention and the a t­ 
tention of the nation to the prevalence 
of crime among us, and, above all, to 
the epidemic of lynching and mob vio­ 
lence that springs up, now* in one part 
of our country, now* In another. Each 
section, north, south, east or west, has 
its own faults. No section can with 
wisdom spend its time jeering at the 
faults of another section. 
It should 
be busy trying to amend its own short­ 
comings. 
To deal with the crime of 
corruption It is necessary to have an 
awakened public conscience and to 
supplement this by whatever legisla­ 
tion w ill add speed and certainty in the 
execution of the law*. W hen we deal 
with lynching even more is necessary. 
A great many white men are lynched, 
but the crime is peculiarly frequent iii 
respect to black men. The greatest ex­ 
isting cause of lynching is the perpe­ 
tration, especially by black men, of 
the hideous crime of rape, the most 
abominable in all the category of 
crimes, even worse thau murder. Mobs 
frequently avenge the commission of 
this crime by themselves torturing to 
death the m an comm itting it, thus 
avenging in bestial fashion a bestial 
deed aud reducing themselves to a 
level with the criminal, 
---- 


white man suspected of crime. Every 
Christian patriot in America needs to 
lift up his voice in loud and eternal 
protest against the mob spirit th at is 
threatening the integrity of this re­ 
public.” Governor Jelks of Alabama 
has recently spoken as follows: “The 
lynching of any person for w hatever 
crime is inexcusable anywhere. It is a 
defiance of orderly government. But 
the killing of Innocent people under 
any provocation is infinitely more hor­ 
rible, and yet Innocent people are like­ 
ly to die when a mob’s terrible lust is 
once aroused. The lesson is this: No 
good citizen can afford to countenance 
a defiance of the statutes, no m atter 
w hat the provocation. 
The innocent 
frequently suffer and, It Is my obser­ 
vation, more usually suffer than the 
guilty. The white people of the south 
indict the w*hole colored race on the 
ground that even the better elements 
lend no assistance w hatever in ferret­ 
ing out crim inals of their own color. 
The respectable colored people must 
learn not to harbor their criminals, but 
to assist the officers in bringing them 
to justice. This is the larger crime, 
and it provokes such atrocious offenses 
as the one at Atlanta. The tw o races 
can never get on until there is tan un­ 
derstanding on the part of both to 
m ake common cause with the law 
abiding against crim inals of any color.” 


Treat Each Man Justly. 
Moreover, where any crime commit­ 
ted by a member of one race against a 
member of another race Is avenged in 
such fashion that it seems as if not 
the individual criminal, but the whole 
race, is attacked the result is to exas­ 
perate to the highest degree race feel­ 
ing. There is but one safe rule iii deal­ 
ing with black men as with white men; 
it is the same rule th at m ust be ap­ 
plied In dealing with rich men and poor 
mon—that Is, to treat each man. w hat­ 
ever his color, his creed or his social 
position, with even handed justice ou 
his real w’ortli us a man. 
W hite peo­ 
ple owe it quite as much to themselves 
as to the colored race to treat well 
the colored man who show's by his life 
that he deserves such treatm ent, for it 
is surely the highest wisdom to en­ 
courage in the colored race all those 
individuals who are honest, industri­ 
ous, law* abiding, aud who therefore 
make good and safe neigh bors and cit­ 
izens. 
Rew’ard or punish the individ­ 
ual on his merits as an individual. 
Evil will surely come in the end to 
both races if we substitute for this 
just rule the habit of treating all the 
members of the race, good and bad, 
alike. 
There is no question of “social 
equality” or “negro domination” in­ 
volved, only the question of relentless­ 
ly punishing bad men and of securing j 
to the good man the right to his life, 
his lilierty nnd the pursuit of his happi­ 
ness as his own qualities of heart, head 
and hand enable him to achieve it. 
Every colored man should realize that 
the worst enemy of his race is the ne­ 
gro criminal, and, above all, the negro 
criminal wiio commits the dreadful 
crime of rape, and it should be felt 
as In the highest degree an offense 
against the whole country and against 
the colored race in particular for a 
colored man to fail to help the officers 
of the lawr In hunting down with all 
possible earnestness and zeal every 
such infamous offender. 
Moreover, in 
my judgm ent, the crime of rape should 
always be punished w*ith death, as is 
the case with murder. 
Assault with 
intent to commit rape should be made 
a capital crime, at least In the discre­ 
tion of the court, and provision should 
be made by which the punishm ent may 
follow immediately upon the heels of 
the offense, while the trial should be 
so conducted that the victim need not 
be w'autouly shamed while giving testi­ 
mony and that the least possible pub­ 
licity shall be given to the details. 
The members of the white race, on 
the other hand, should understand that 
every lynching represents by ju st so 
much a loosening of the bands of civ­ 
ilization; th at the spirit of lynching 
Inevitably throws into prominence In 
the community all the foul and evil 
creatures w*ho dwell therein. 
No man 
can take part in the torture of a hu­ 
man being without having his ow*u 
moral nature 
perm anently 
lowered. 
Every lynching means ju st so much 
moral deterioration in all the children 
w’bo have any knowledge of it and 
therefore ju st so much additional trou­ 
ble for the next generation of Ameri­ 
cans. 
Let justice be both sure and swift, 
but let it be justice under the law and 
I hoi the wild and crooked savagery of 


a mob. 


Negro Should Be Educated. 
There is another m atter which has a 
direct bearing upon this m atter of 
lynching and of the brutal crime which 
sometimes calls it forth and at other 
tim es merely furnishes the excuse for 
its existence. It is cut of the question 
for our people as a whole perm anently 
to rise by treading dow*n any of their 
ow*n number. Even those who them ­ 
selves for the moment profit by such 
m altreatm ent of their fellow’s will in 
the long run also suffer. 
No more 
shortsighted policy can be imagined 
than in the fancied interest of one class 
to prevent the education of another 
class. The free public school, the chance 
for each boy or girl to get a good ele­ 
m entary education, lies at the founda­ 
tion of our whole political situation. 
In every community the poorest citi­ 
zens, those w*bo need the schools most, 
would be deprived of them if they only 
received school facilities proportion­ 
ed to the taxes they paid. This is as 
true of one portion of our country as 
of another. It is as true for the negro 
as for the w*hite man. The white man, 
if he is wise, will decline to allow* the 
negroes in a mass to grow to manhood 
and 
womanhood without education. 
Unquestionably education such as is 
obtained in our public schools does not 
do everything tow ard making a man a 
good citizen, but it does much. The 
low’est and most brutal crim inals— 
those, for instance, who commit the 
crime of rape—are in the great m ajor­ 
ity men who have had either no edu­ 
cation or very little, ju st as they are 
alm ost invariably men w*ho own no 
property, for the man w*ho puts money 
by out of his earnings, like the man 
w*ho acquires education, is usually lift­ 
ed above mere brutal crim inalty. Of 
course the best type of education for 
the colored man, taken as a whole, Is 
such education as is conferred in 
schools like Ham pton and Tuskegee, 
w’here the boys and girls, the young 
men and young women, are trained in­ 
dustrially as w’oll as in the ordinary 
public school branches. The graduates 
of these schools turn out well in the 
great m ajority of cases, and hardly 
any of them become criminals, while 
w hat little criminality there is never 
takes the form of that brutal violence 
which invites lynch lawr. Every grad­ 
uate of these schools—and, for the 
m atter of that, every other colored 
man or woman—w*ho leads a life so 
useful and honorable as to w*in the 
good will and respect of those whites 
w’hose neighbor he or she is thereby 
helps the whole colored race as it can 
be helped in no other way, for next to 
the negro himself the man w*lio can do 
most to help the negro is his white 
neighbor who lives near him. and our 
steady effort should be to better the 
relations 
betw*een the 
two. 
G reat 
though the benefit of these schools has 
been to their colored pupils and to the 
colored people, It may w*ell be ques­ 
tioned whether the benefit has not 
been at least as great to the white 
people among whom these colored pu­ 
pils live after they graduate. 
Be it remembered, furtherm ore, that 
the Individuals who, w hether from fol­ 
ly, from evil temper, from greed for 
office or in a spirit of mere base dem a­ 
gogy, indulge In the inflammatory and 
incendiary speeches and waitings which 
tend to arouse mobs nnd to bring about 
lynching not only thus excite the mob, 
but also tend by w hat criminologists 
call “suggestion” greatly to increase 
the likelihood of a repetition of the 
very crime against which they are in­ 
veighing. 
When the mob is composed 
of the people of one race aud the man 
lynched is of another race, the men 
who in their speeches and writings 
either excite or justify the action tend. 
of course, to excite a bitter race feel­ 
ing and to cause the people of the op­ 
posite race to lose sight of the abom­ 
inable act of the criminal himself, and, 
in addition, by the prominence they 
give to the hideous deed they undoubt­ 
edly tend to excite in other brutal and 
depraved natures thoughts of com m it­ 
ting It. 
Sw’ift, relentless and orderly 
punishm ent under the law is the only 
way by which criminality of this type 
can perm anently be suppressed. 


ju st asT the ^purveyors of sensational 
slander in newspaper or magazine are 
the w orst enemies of all men who are 
engaged in an honest effort to better 
w hat is bad in our social and govern­ 
m ental conditions. 
To preach hatred of the rich man as 
such, to carry on a campaign of slan­ 
der and invective against him, to seek 
to mislead and inflame to madness 
honest men whose lives are hard and 
who have not the kind of m ental train­ 
ing which will perm it them to appre­ 
ciate 
the 
danger in 
the doctrines 
preached—all this is to commit a crime 
against the body politic and to be false 
to every worthy principle and tradi­ 
tion of American national life. 
More­ 
over, while such preaching and such 
agitation may give a livelihood and a 
certain notoriety to some of those who 
take part in it and may result in the 
tem porary political success of others, 
in the long run every such movement 
will either fail or else will provoke a 
violent reaction, which will itself re­ 
sult not merely In undoing the mis­ 
chief wrought by the demagogue and 
the agitator, but also in undoing the 
good th at the honest reformer, the 
true upholder of popular rights, bas 
painfully 
and 
laboriously 
achieved. 
Corruption is never so rife as in com­ 
munities w*here the demagogue and 
the agitator bear full sway, because In

Employers’ Liability. 
Among tho excellent laws which the 
congress passed at the last session was 
an employers’ liability law. It was a 
marked step in advance to get the 
recognition of employers’ liability on 
the statute books, but tile law did not 
go far enough. Iii spite of all precau­ 
tions exercised by employers, there are 
unavoidable accidents and even deaths 
involved in nearly every line of busi­ 
ne s connected with the mechanic art;. 
This inevitable sacrifice of life may 
be reduced to a minimum, but it can­ 
not be completely eliminated. It is a 
great social injustice to conine! the 
employee, or, rather, the family of the 
killed or disabled victim, to l>ear the 
entire burden of such an inevitable 
sacrifice. 
In 
other 
words, 
shirks its duty by laying the whole 
cost on the victim, whereas the injury 
comes from what may be called tbs 
legitimate risks of the trade. 
Com­ 
pensation for accidents or deaths dee 
in any line of industry to tile actual 
conditions under which th at industry 
is cirried on should lie paid by th at 
portion of the community for the ben­ 
efit of which the industry is carried 
on—that is, by those who profit by ti*a 
industry. 
If the entire trade risk 
placed upon the employer he wi I 
promptly and properly add it to the 
legitimate cost of production and as­ 
sess it proportionately upon *1>e con­ 
sumers of bis com m onty. It is ti; 
clear to ray ni'nd that the law 
should place this caffre “risk of a 
trade” upon tin* employer. Neither ti » 
federal law nor. as far as I am in­ 
form al. the state laws dealing with

Far More Complete Supervision at Early 
Date Required. 
The present congress has taken long 
strides in the direction of securing 
proper supervision aud control by the 
nutio ml government over corporations 
engaged in interstate business, aud the 
enormous majority of corporations of 
any size are engaged in interstate busi­ 
ness. The passage of the railway rate 
bill and only to a less degree the pas­ 
sage of the pure food bill aud the pro­ 
vision for increasing and rendering 
more effective national control over the 
beef packing Industry mark uu impor­ 
tant advance la the proper direction. 
In the short se don it will perhaps be 
diflkult to do much further along this 
line, aud it may bo best to wait until 
tho laws have been in operation for a 
auntlier of rn nit lls before endeavoring 
to Increase their scope, because only op­ 
eration will show with exactness their 
m erits and their shortcomings and thus 
give opportunity to define w hat fur­ 
ther remedial legislation is needed.

Tt cannot too often bo repeated that 
extierienoe hrs conclusively shown the 
Impossibility of -eeurlug by the actions 
of nearly half a hundred different state 
legislatures anything but Ineffective 
chaos in the way of dealing with the 
groat corporations which do not op­ 
erate exclusively within the limits of 
any on<* state. In some method, wheth­ 
er by :i natl ann I license law or Sn other 
fashion, we m ust exercise, and th at at 
an early date, a far more complete 
control than at present over these 
groat corporations- a control that will, 
among other things, prevent the evils 
of 
excessive overcapitalization 
and 
that will compo! the disclosure by each 


actor and foresight which it is so Im­ 
portant to encourage in the individual. 
But, as a m atter of fact, the deadening 
and degrading effect of pure socialism, 
and especially of Its extreme form, 
communism, and the destruction of In­ 
dividual character which they would 
bring about are In part achieved by 
the* wholly unregulated competition 
which results In a single Individual or 
corporation rising at the expense of all 
others until his or Its rise effectually 
checks all competition and reduces 
former competitors to a position of ut­ 
ter Inferiority and subordination. 
Iii enaetimr and enforcing such leg­ 
islation as this congress already has to 
its credit we are working on a coherent 
plan, with the steady endeavor to se­ 
cure the needed reform by the Joint 
action of the moderate men, the plain 
men who do not wish anything hys­ 
terical or dangerous, but who do in­ 
tend to deal In resolute common sense 
fashion with the real aud great evils 
of the present system. 
Tile reaction­ 
aries and the violent extremists show' 
symptoms cf joining hands against us. 
Both assert, for instance, That. if log­ 
ical, we should go to government own­ 
ership of railroads jnul the like, the re- 
ac:'ounries because on such an issue 
they think the people would stand with 
them, while tin* extrem ists care rather 
to preach dis content and agitation than 
to achieve solid results. 
As a m atter 
of fact, our position is as remote from 
that of the Bourbon reactionary as 
from that of the Impracticable or sin­ 
ister visionary. 
We hold that the gov­ 
ernm ent should not conduct the busi­ 
ness of the nation, but that it should 
exercise such supers ision as will In­ 
sure its being conduct 
in the inter­ 
est of the nation. 
Our aim is, so far 
as may be, to secure for all decent, 
hardworking men equality of oppor­ 
tunity and equality of burden. 


Necessity of Combinations. 
The actual working of our lnws has 
shown that the effort to prohibit all 
combination, good or bad, is noxious 
where it is not Ineffective. 
Combina­ 
tion of capital, like combination of la­ 
bor, Is a necessary element of our pres­ 
ent industrial system. 
It is not possi­ 
ble completely to prevent it, and lf it 
were possible such complete preven­ 
tion would do damage to the body pol­ 
itic. 
W hat we need Is not vainly to 
try to prevent all combination, but to 
secure such rigorous and adequate con­ 
trol and supervision of the combina­ 
tions as to prevent their injuring the 
public or existing In such form as In­ 
evitably to threaten injury, for the 
mere fact that a combination lins se­ 
cure! practically complete control of 
a necessary of life would under any 
circumstances show that such combi­ 
nation wus to In? presumed to be ad­ 
verse to the public Interest. 
It is un­ 
fortunate that our present laws should 
forbid all 
combinations 
instead 
of 
sharply discrim inating between those 
combinations which do good and those 
combinations which do evil.

It is the law of the 
laud and of course is accepted as such 
and loyally ol>eyed by all good citizens. 
Nevertheless the hesitation evidently 
felt by the court as a whole in com­ 
ing to a conclusion when considered to­ 
gether with the previous decisions on 
the subject may perhaps indicate the 
possibility of devising a constitutional 
income tax law which shall substan­ 
tially accomplish the results aimed at. 
The* difficulty of amending the consti­ 
tution is so great that only real neces­ 
sity can Justify a resort thereto. Every 
effort should be made Iii dealing with 
this subject, as with the subject of the 
proper control by the national govern­ 
ment over the use of corporate wealth 
in interstate business, to devise legis­ 
lation which without such action shall 
attain the desired end, but if this fails 
there will ultim ately be no alterna­ 
tive to a constitutional amendment.

FARMING A JW E SSIO N . 


Agriculture Must Have Chance to De­ 
velop Property. 
The only other persons whose wel­ 
fare is as vital to the w elfare of the 
whole country as is the w elfare of the 
wageworkers are the tillers of the soil, 
the farm ers.

say that no growth of cities, no growth 
of wealth, no industrial development, 
can atone for any falling off in the 
character and standing of the farm ing 
population.

farming, at least in certain branches, 
m ust become a technical and scientific 
profession. 
This m eans that there

for technical and scientific training, not 
theoretical merely, but of the most se­ 
verely practical type. 
The farm er rep­ 
resents a peculiarly high type of Am er­ 
ican citizenship* and lie m ust have the 
same chance to rise and develop as 
other American citizens have. 
More­ 
over, It is exactly us tree of the farm ­ 
er as it is of the business m an and the 
wageworker th at the ultim ate success 
of the nation of which he forms a part 
m ust be founded not alone on m aterial 
prosperity, but upon high moral, men­ 
tal and physical development. 
This 
education of the farm er—self educa­ 
tion by preference, but also education 
from the outside, as w ith all other 
men—Is peculiarly necessary here In 
the United States, where the frontier 
conditions even in the newest states 
have

vanished,

sory collection of public debts and in 
general means tending to diminish 
among nations conflicts of purely pe­ 
cuniary origin.** 
This resolution was supported by the 
representatives of the United States in 
accordance with the following instruc­ 
tions: 
“It has long been the established pol­ 
icy of the United States not to use its 
armed forces for the collection of or­ 
dinary contract debts due to its citi­ 
zens by other governments. 
We have 
not considered the use of force for 
such a purpose consistent with that re­ 
s i s t for the independent sovereignty 
of other members of the family of na­ 
tions which is the most important 
principle of international law aud the 
chief protection of weak nations against 
the oppression of the strong. It seems 
to us that the practice is injurious in 
Its general effect upon the relations of 
nations and upon the welfare of weak 
and disordered states, whose develop­ 
ment ought to be encouraged In the 
interests of civilization; that It offers 
frequent temptation to bullying and 
Oppression and to unnecessary and un­ 
justifiable warfare. 
We regret that 
other powers, 
whose opinions and 
sense of Justice we esteem highly, have 
at times takeu a different view and

and no public men have a right wheth­ 
er from shortsightedness, from selfish 
indifference or from sentimentality, to 
sacrifice national interests which are 
vital in character. 
A just war is in 
the long run far better for a nation’s 
soul than the most prosperous peace 
obtained by acquiescence in wroug or 
injustice. Moreover, though it Is crim­ 
inal for a nation not to prepare for war 
so that it may escape the dreadful con­ 
sequences of being defeated in war, 
yet it must always be remembered that 
unlooked for, but such provision of j even to bo defeated in war may be far 


better than not th nave fought at alk 
As has been well and finely said, a 
beaten nation is not necessarily a dis­ 
graced nation, but the nation or man 
is disgraced if the obligation to defend 
right is shirked. 
We should as a nation do everything 
in our power for the cause of honora­ 
ble peace. It is morally as indefensible 
for a nation to commit a wrong upon 
another nation, stroug or weak, as for 
an Individual thus to wrong his fel­ 
lows. We should do nil in our power 
to hasten the day when there shall be 
peace among the nations—a peace based 
upon Justice and not upon cowardly 
submission to wrong. We can accom­ 
plish a good deal in this direction, but 
we cannot accomplish everything, and 
the penalty of attempting to do too 
much would almost Inevitably be to do 
worse than nothing, for it must be re­ 
membered that fantastic extremists 
are not in reality leaders of the causes 
which they espouse, but are ordinarily 
those who do most to hamper the real 
leaders of the cause and to damage the 
cause Itself. As yet there is no likeli­ 
hood of establishing any kind of inter­ 
national 
power, 
of whatever 
sort, 
which can effectively check wrongdo­ 
ing, and In these circumstances it 
would be both a foolish and un evil 
thing for a great and free nation to 
deprive Itself of the power to protect- 
its own rights and even in exceptional 
cases to stand up for the rights of oth­ 
ers. Nothing would more promote in­ 
iquity, nothing would further defer the 
reign upon earth of i>cace and right­ 
eousness, than for the free and enlight­ 
ened peoples, who, though with much 
stumbling and 
many 
shortcomings, 
nevertheless strive toward justice, de­ 
liberately to render themselves power­ 
less while leaving every despotism and 
barbarism armed and able to work 
their wicked will. The chance for the 
settlement of disputes peacefully by 
arbitration now depends mainly upon 
the possession by the nations that 
mean to do right of sufficient armed 
strength to make their purpose effec­ 
tive. 


THE NAVY AND ARMY. 


Our Surest Guarantor of Peace a Strong 
Navy. 
The United States navy is the surest 
guarantor of peace which this country 
possesses. It Is earnestly to be wished 
that we would profit by the teachings 
of history In this matter. A strong 
and wise people will study its own fail­ 
ures no less than its triumphs, for 
there Is wisdom to be learned from the 
study of both, of the mistake as well 
as of the success. For this purpose 
nothing could be more Instructive than 
a rational study of the war of 1812 as 
it Is told, for Instance, by Captain 
Mahan. There was only one way In 
which that war could have been avoid­ 
ed. 
If during tho preceding twelve 
years a navy relatively as strong as 
that which this country now has had 
been built up and an army provided 
relatively as good as that which the 
country now has, there never would 
have been the slightest necessity of 
fighting the war. and if the necessity 
had arisen the war would under such 
circumstances have ended with our 
speedy 
and 
overwhelming triumph. 
But our people during those twelve 
years refused to make any prepara­ 
tions whatever regarding either the 
army or the navy. They saved a mil­ 
lion or two of dollars by so doing and 
in mere money paid a hundredfold for 
each million they thus saved during 
the three years of war which followed 
—a war which brought untold suffering 
upon our people, which at one time 
threatened the gravest national disas­ 
ter and which, In spite of the necessity 
of waging it, resulted merely In what 
was In effect a drawn battle, while the 
balance of detent and triumph was al­ 
most even, 
I do not ask that we continue to In­ 
crease our navy. 
I ask merely that 
it 
be 
maintained 
at 
its 
present 
strength, and this can be done only lf 
we replace the obsolete and outworn 
ships by new and good ones, the 
equals of any afloat In any navy, To 
stop buildings ships for one year 
means that for that year the navy 
goes back instead of forward. The old 
battleship Texas, for Instance, would 
now be of little service in a standup 
fight with a powerful adversary. 
The 
old double turret monitors have out­ 
worn their usefulness, while it was a 
waste of money to build the modern 
single turret monitors. All these ships 
should be replaced by others, and this 
can be done by a well settled pro­ 
gramme of providing for the building 
each year of at least one first class 
battleship equal In size and speed to 
any that any nation is at the samo 
time building, the armament presum­ 
ably to consist of as large a number 
os possible of very heavy guns of one 
caliber, together with smaller guns to 
repel 
tori>edo 
attack, 
while 
there 
should bo heavy armor, turbine en­ 
gines and, In short, every modern de­ 
vice. 
Of course from time to time 
cruisers, colliers, torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers or torpedo boats will have to be 
built also. All this, be It remembered, 
would not increase our navy, but 
would merely keep It at its present 
strength. Equally, of course, the ships 
will be absolutely useless if the men 
aboard them are not so trained that 
j they can get the best j>ossible sendee 
| out of the formidable but delicate and 
I complicated mechanisms intrusted to 
i their care. The marksmanship of our 
men has so improved during the last 
five years that I deem It within bounds 
to say that the navy is more than 
, twice aa efficient, ship for ship. as half 
a decade ago. The navy can only at- 
! tain proper efficiency lf esiough officers 
and men are provided and if these 
officers and men are given the chance 
j (and required to take advantage of it) 
j to stay continually at sea .and to exer­ 
c is e the fleets singly and*above all In 


squadron, the exercise to be of every 
kind and to include unceasing practice 
at the guns conducted under condi­ 
tions that will test marksmanship In 
time of war. 
Maintain High Standard. 
In both the army and the navy there 
is urgent need that everything possible 
should be done to maintain the highest 
standard for the personnel alike as re­ 
gards the officers and the enlisted men. 
I do not believe that in any service 
there is a finer body of enlisted men 
aud of junior officers than we have in 
both the army and the navy, including 
the marine corps. All possible encour­ 
agement to the enlisted men should be 
lven in pay aud otherwise aud every­ 
thing practicable done to render the 
service attractive to men of the right 
type. 
They should be beld to the 
strictest discharge of their duty, and iii 
them a spirit should be encouraged 
which demands not the mere perform­ 
ance of duty, but the performance of 
far more than duty if it conduces to 
the honor and the Interest of the Amer­ 
ican nation, and in return the amplest 
consideration should be theirs. 
West Point and Annapolis already 
turn out excellent officers. We do not 
need to have these schools made more 
scholastic. On the contrary, we should 
never lose sight of the fact that the 
aim of each school is to turn out a 
man who shall be above everything 
else a fighting man. 
In the army in 
particular it is not necessary’ that either 
the cavalry or Infantry officer should 
have 
special 
mathematical 
ability. 
Probably In both schools the best part 
of the education Is the high standard 
of character and of professional morale 
which It confers. 
But in both services thorp Is urgent 
need for the establishment of a prin­ 
ciple of selection which wilt eliminate 
men after a certain oge if they cannot 
be promoted from the subordinate 
ranks and which will bring into the 
higher ranks fewer mon and these at 
an earlier age. 
This principle of se­ 
lection will be objected to by good men 
of mediocre capacity who are fitted to 
do well while young In the lower po­ 
sitions, but w’ho are not fitted to do 
well when at an advanced age they 
come into positions of command and 
of great responsibility. 
But tile de­ 
sire of these men to be promoted to 
positions which they are not competent 
to fill shor’d rot weigh against the in­ 
terests cf the navy and the country. 
At present our men, especially In the 
navy, are kept fur too long In the 
junior grades and then, ut much too ad­ 
vanced an age, are put quickly through 
the senior grades, often not attaining 
those senior grades until they are too 
old to lie of real use to them and, if they 
are of real use, being put through them 
so quickly that little benefit to the 
navy comes from their having been in 
them at all. 
Tho navy has one great advantage 
over tho army In the fact that the of­ 
ficers of high rank are actually trained 
in the continual performance of their 
duties—that Is, in the management of 
tile battleships and armored cruisers 
gathered into fleets. This Is not true of 
the army officers, who rarely have cor­ 
responding chances to exercise com­ 
mand over troops under service condi­ 
tions. The conduct of the Spanish war 
showed the lamentable loss of life, the 
useless extravagance and the ineffi­ 
ciency certain to result if during pence 
the high officials of the war aud navy 
departments are praised and rewarded 
only lf they save money, at no m atter 
what cost to the efficiency of the serv­ 
ice, and lf the higher officers are given 
no chance whatever to exercise and 
practice command. For years prior to 
the Spanish war the secretaries of war 
were praised chiefly If they practiced 
economy, which economy, especially In 
connection 
with the 
quartermaster, 
commissary and medical departments, 
was directly responsible for most of 
the mismanagement that occurred In 
the war Itself. And parenthetically be 
It observed that the very people who 
clamored for tile misdirected economy 
in tho first place were foremost to de­ 
nounce the mismanagement, loss aud 
suffering which were primarily due to 
this sa mo misdirected economy and to 
the lack of preparation It involved. 
Coast Defense Needs. 
There should soon be an Increase In 
the number of men for our coast de­ 
fenses. These men should be of the 
right type and properly trained, and 
there should therefore be an Increase 
of pay for certain skilled glades, es­ 
pecially Iii the coast artillery. Money 
should 
be 
appropriate 
to 
permit 
troops to be massed In body and exer­ 
cised In maneuvers, particularly In 
marching. 
Such exercise during the 
summer Just past has been of Incal­ 
culable benefit to the army and should 
under no circumstances be discontin­ 
ued. If on these practice marches and 
in those maneuvers elderly officers 
prove unable to bear the strain they 
should be retired at once, for the fact 
Is conclusive as to their unfitness for 
war—that is, for the only purpose be­ 
cause of which they should be allowed 
to stay In the service. It Is a real mis­ 
fortune to have scores of small com­ 
pany or regimental posts scattered 
throughout the country. 
The army 
should be gathered in a few brigade or 
division posts, and the generals should 
be practiced in handling the men in 
masses. Neglect to provide for all of 
tills means to Incur the risk of future 
disaster and disgrace. 
The readiness and efficiency of both 
the army and navy In dealing with the 
recent sudden crisis in Cuba illustrate 
afresh their value to the nation. This 
readiness and efficiency would have 
been very much less had it not been 
for the existence of the general staff 
In the army and the general board In 
the navy. 
Both are essential to the 
proper development and use of our mil 
itary forces afloat and ashore. 
TTie 
troops that were sent to Cuba were 
handled flawlessly. 
It wirn the swift­ 
est mobilization and dispatch of troppf 


over sea ever accomplished by our gov­ 
ernment. The expedition landed com­ 
pletely equipped and ready for imme­ 
diate sendee, several of its organiza­ 
tions hardly remaining in Havana over 
night before splitting up. into detach­ 
ments and going to their several posts. 
It was a fine demonstration of the 
value and efficiency of the general staff. 
Similarly It was owing In large part 
to the general board that the navy 
was able at the outset to meet the Cu­ 
ban crisis with such instant efficiency, 
ship after ship appearing on the short­ 
est notice at any threatened point, 
while the marine corps in particular 
performed indispensable service. 
The 
army and navy war colleges are of In­ 
calculable value to the two services, 
and they co-operate with constantly in­ 
creasing efficiency and Importance. 
Shooting Galleries Needed. 
The congress has most wisely pro­ 
vided for a national board for the pro­ 
motion of rifle practice. 
Excellent re­ 
sults have already come from this law, 
but It does not go far enough. 
Our 
regular army is so small that in any 
great war we should have to trust 
mainly to volunteers, and In such 
event these volunteers should already 
know how to shoot, for if a soldier has 
the fighting edge and ability to take 
care of himself in the open his effi­ 
ciency on the line of battle Is almost 
directly proportionate to excellence in 
marksmanship. 
We should establish 
shooting galleries In all the large pub­ 
lic and military schools, should main­ 
tain national target ranges in different 
parts of the country and should in 
every way encourage the formation of 
rifle clubs throughout all parts of the 
land. 
The little republic of Switzer­ 
land offers us an excellent example in 
all matters connected with building up 
an efficient citizen soldiery.

APPENDIX. 


Address by the Secretary of State of the 
United States of America as Honor­ 
ary President of the Third Confer­ 
ence of American Republics at Rio 
de Janeiro, July 31,1906. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Third Conference of American Repub­ 
lics—I beg you to believe that I highly 
appreciate and thank you for the honor 
you do me. 
I bring from my country a special 
greeting to her elder sisters in the civ­ 
ilization of America. 
Unlike as we are iii many respects, 
we are alike in this—that we are all 
engaged under new conditions and free 
from the traditional forms and limita­ 
tions of the old world in working out 
the same problem of popular self gov­ 
ernment. 
It Is a difficult and laborious task for 
each of us. Not In one generation or 
in one century can the effective con­ 
trol of a superior sovereign, so long 
deemed necessary to government, be 
rejected and effective self control by 
the governed be perfected In its place. 
The first fruits of democracy are, many 
of them, crude aud unlovely. Its mis­ 
takes are many, Its partial failures 
many, its sins not few. 
Capacity for 
self government does not come to man 
by nature. It is an art to be learned, 
and It Is also an expression of char­ 
acter to be developed among all the 
thousands of men who exercise popular 
sovereignty. 
To reach the goal toward which we 
are pressing forward the governing 
multitude must first acquire knowledge 
that comes from universal education, 
wisdom that follows practical experi­ 
ence, personal independence and self 
respect befitting men who acknowledge 
no superior, self control to replace that 
external control which a democracy re­ 
jects, respect for law, obedience to the 
lawful expressions of the public will, 
consideration for the opinions and in­ 
terests of others equally entitled to a 
voice in the state, loyalty to that ab­ 
stract conception—one’s country—as in­ 
spiring as that loyalty to personal sov­ 
ereigns which has so Illumined the 
pages of history, subordination of per­ 
sonal Interests to the public good, love 
of justice ami mercy, of liberty aud 
order. 
All these we must seek by 
slow and patient effort, and of how 
many shortcomings In his own land 
and amoug his own people each one of 
us Is conscious. 
Yet no student of our times can fall 
to see that not America alone, but the 
whole civilized world, 
is swinging 
awny from Its old governmental moor­ 
ings and intrusting the fate of Its civ­ 
ilization to the capacity of the popular 
mass to govern. 
By this pathway 
mankind Is to travel whithersoever it 
leads. 
Upon the success of this our 
great undertaking the hope of human­ 
ity depends. 
Nor can we fail to see that the world 
makes 
substantial 
progress toward 
more perfect popular self government. 
I believe It to be true that, viewed 
against the background of conditions a 
century, a generation, a decade ago. 
government in my own country has ad­ 
vanced in the intelligent participation 
of the great mass of the people, In the 
fidelity and honesty with which they 
are represented, in respect for law. in 
obedience to the dictates of a sound 
morality and In effectiveness and pu­ 
rity of administration. 
Nowhere in the world has this prog­ 
ress been more marked than in Latin 
America. Out of the wrack of Indian 
fighting and race conflicts and civil 
wars strong and stable governments 
have arisen. 
Peaceful succession in 
accord with the people’s will has re­ 
placed the forcible seizure of power 
permitted by the people’s Indifference. 
Loyalty to country, Its peace, its dig­ 


nity, its honor, has risen above parti­ 
sanship for Individual leaders. 
The 
rule of law supersedes the rule of man. 
Property is protected, and the fruits of 
enterprise are secure. 
Individual lib­ 
erty is respected. 
Continuous public 
policies are followed. National faith is 
beld sacred. 
Progress has not been 
equal everywhere, but there has been 
progress everywhere. 
The movement 
In the right direction is general. 
The 
right tendency is not exceptional; it is 
continental. 
Tile presei.4h>afiords just 
cause for satisfaction; the future is 
bright with hope. 
It Is not by national isolation that 
these results have been accomplished 
or that this progress can tie continued. 
No nation can live unto itself alone 
and continue to live. 
Each nation’s 
growth is u part of the development 
of the race. 
There may be leaders, 
and there may be laggards, but no na­ 
tion can long continue very far in ad­ 
vance of the general progress of man­ 
kind, and no nation that is not doomed 
to extinction can remain very far be­ 
hind. 
It Is with nations as it is with 
individual men. 
Intercourse, associa­ 
tion, correction of egotism by the in­ 
fluence of others* judgment, broadening 
of views by the experience and thought 
of equals, acceptance of the moral 
standards of a community the desire 
for whose good opinion lends a sanc­ 
tion to the rules of right conduct— 
these are the conditions of growth in 
civilization. 
A people whose minds 
are not open to the lessons of the 
world’s progress, whose spirits are not 
stirred by the aspirations and die 
achievements of humanity struggling 
the world over for liberty and justice, 
must be left behind by civilization in its 
steady and beneficent advance. 
To prom ote this m utual interchange and 
assistance between the Am erican repub­ 
lics, engaged in the sam e great task, in­ 
spired by the sam e purpose and profess­ 
ing the sam e principles, I understand to 
be the function of the Am erican confer­ 
ence now in session. 
There is not one of 
all our countries th a t cannot benefit tho 
others. 
There is not one th a t cannot re­ 
ceive benefit from the others. 
There is 
not one th a t will not gain by the pros­ 
perity, the peace, the happiness of all. 
According to your program m e, no great 
and Impressive single thing is to be done 
by you, no political questions are to be 
discussed, no controversies are to be set­ 
tled, no judgm ent is to be passed upon 
the conduct of any state, but m any sub­ 
jects are to b-- considered which afford the 
possibility of rem oving barriers to inter­ 
course. of ascertaining for the common 
benefit w hat advances have been made 
by each nation in knowledge, in experi­ 
ence, in enterprise, in the solution of dif­ 
ficult questions of governm ent and in e th ­ 
ical standards, of perfecting our knowl­ 
edge of each other and of doing aw ay 
with the misconceptions, the m isunder­ 
standings and 
the resultant prejudices 
th at are such fruitful sources of con­ 
troversy. 
And there are some subjects in the pro­ 
gram m e which invite discussion th a t m ay 
lead the Am erican republics tow ard an 
agreem ent upon principles, the general 
practical application of which can come 
only in the future through long and pa­ 
tient effort. 
Some advance a t least m ay 
be m ade here tow ard the complete rule 
of Justice and peace am ong nations in 
lieu of force and w ar. 
The association of so m any em inent men 
from all the republics, leaders of opinion 
in their own homes; the friendships th a t 
will arise am ong you. the habit of tem ­ 
perate and kindly discussion of m atters 
of common interest, tho ascertainm ent of 
common sym pathies and aims, the dissi­ 
pation of m lsuntk .-standings, the exhibi­ 
tion to all the Am erican peoples of this 
peaceful and conoid rate method of con­ 
ferring upon international questions—this 
a lo n e , quite irrespective of tho resolu­ 
tions you m ay adopt and the conventions 
you m ay sign, will m ark a substantial 
advance In the direction of international 
good understanding. 
These beneficent results tho governm ent 
and the people of the United States of 
America greatly desire. 
We wish for no 
victories but those of peace, for no te rri­ 
tory except our own, for no sovereignty 
except the sovereignty over ourselves. 
We deem the independence and equal 
rights of the sm allest and w eakest m em ­ 
ber of the fam ily cf nations entitled to 
as much respect as those of the greatest 
empire, and we deem the observance of 
th a t respect the chief guaranty of the 
weak 
against 
the 
oppression 
of 
the 
strong. 
Wo neither claim nor desire any 
rights or privileges or powers th a t we 
do not freely concede to every A m erican 
republic. 
W e wish to increase our pros- 
p city, to expand our trade, to grow in 
wealth, in wisdom and in spirit, but our 
conception < : tho true way to accomplish 
this is not to pull down others and profit 
by thc.r ruin, but to help all friends to 
a common 
prosperity 
and 
a common 
grow th th at we m ay all become greater 
and stronger together. 
"Within a few m onths, for the first time, 
the recogr.Iu J poc:cosor3 cf every foot of 
soil upon the Am erican continents can be 
and I hope will be represented w ith the 
acknowledged rights of equal sovereign 
states in the great world congress a t The 
Hague. 
This will be the world’s form al 
and final acceptance of the declaration 
th at no p art of the Am erican continents 
is to be deemed subject to colonization. 
Let us pledge ourselves to ald each other 
in the full perform ance of the duty to 
hum anity w’hich th a t accepted declaration 
Implies, so th a t In tim e the w eakest and 
m ost unfortunate of our republics m ay 
come to m arch w ith equal step by the 
side of the strongest and m ore fortunate 
Let us help each other to show th a t for 
all the races of men the liberty for which 
we have fought and labored is the tw in 
sister of Justice and peace. 
Lot us unite 
in creating and m aintaining and m aking 
effective an all Am erican public opinion 
whose power shall influence international 
conduct and prevent international wrong 
and narrow the causes of wTa r and for­ 
ever preserve our free lands from the bur- 
don of such armament*! an arc m assed be- 
hind tho frontiers of Idurope and bring us 
ever nearer to the perfection of orderer! 
liberty. 
So shall come security and pros­ 
perity. production and trade, w ealth, learn­ 
ing, the a rts and happiness for us all. 
Not In a single conference or by a sin- 
! gle effort can very much be done. 
You 
j labor more for the future than for the 
j present, but if the right impulse he given, 
if the right tendency be established, the 
, work jo u do here will g o on am ong all 
the millions of people in the Am erican 
continents long after your final adjourn­ 
ment, long after your lives,"w ith inealcu- 
kje benefit to all our beloved countries. 
which may it please Clod to continue free 
and independent and happy for ages to 
come.
